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2004 Township Budget Approved

A special Township Board 
meeting was held on October 
30th at the Township Hall to 
hold a public hearing and 
take action on the 2004 
Township Budget. 

There was no citizen par- 
ticipation in the public hear- 
ing portion so the meeting 
did not last very long. Sev- 
eral Board members made 
some specific or general 
comments but there were no 
major disagreements on the 
proposed budget. 


Supervisor Mitchell said . 


the budget was the smallest 
in three years with the 2004 
budget reduced by 7%. He 


said he had asked each ~ 


~ department to reduce their 
budget by 6% and said each 
department responded in a 
positive manner. 

He said the budget did not 


fund for an administrative 
assistant for his office and 
the police chief’s office. 

Trustee Carey said the 
Board needed to budget for 
another person to assist 
Karen Carney in the account- 
ing department. Trustee Ad- 
kins and Krause spoke in 
support of this. 

Clerk Bowers said the in- 
surance costs went up 
$31,000 due in part to the 9- 
11 incident in New York. 

The 2004 Budget levied the 
following millage: General 
Operations .7941, Fire 2.0051, 
and Police 4.6324 

Below is the letter Super- 
visor Mitchell wrote to intro- 
duce the 2004 budget. We 
also include the General 
Fund expenditures and rev- 
enues anticipated for the fis- 
cal year 2004 commencing 
January 1 ending December 
31, 2004.

2004 Budget Message From 
the Township Supervisor: 


A major trend affecting local 
government financing in 
Michigan and in particular 
townships is the continued cuts 
to State Shared Revenue 

Huron Township’s budget 
budget was previously allowed 
to grow in anticipation of the 
2000 census and the positive 
effect it would have on State 
Shared Revenue. State revenue 
sharing covers about 40% of 
the Township’s operating budg- 
et. The 30% growth in the 
Township’s population, and 
adjustments to the revenue 
sharing formula, should have 
allowed for a similar growth in 
dollars from state revenue shar- 
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ing amounting to about 
$400,000 annually. 

This revenue growth for the 
Township has been limited by 
the slowdown in the state’s 
economy. At the beginning of 
the slowdown the state re- 
duced appropriations for reve- 
nue sharing for 2001/2002 and 
followed in 2002/2003 with 
additional reductions. The 
state budget approved for 
2003/2004 provides for an 
additional 3% reduction from 
the already reduced fiscal 
2002/2003 levels. 

The annual loss revenue for 
Huron Township in 2002 was 
about $100,000 and another 
$100,000 in fiscal year 2003. 
Revenue sharing for the 
Township is down $200,000 
annually from the 2002 level 
before the slowdown and the 
2004 cuts could cost us another 
$70,000 - $100,000. 

For planning purposes the 
auditors recommend that we 
budget no growth in State 
Shared Revenue payments and 
do not rule out future cuts. The 
five-year forecasts for the 
Township indicates that we will 


deplete our fund balance in five 
years if these revenue sharing 
cuts continue. 

Submitted herewith is the 
proposed 2004 Budget for 
Huron Charter Township. The 
recommended budget present- 
ed for consideration includes a 
6% reduction in expenses for 
all departments except where 
contractual commitments pre- 
vent it. An additional 3% was 
picked up in revenues for a net 
reduction of 4% from the Total 
forecasted for 2004 in the 
October update of the five-year 
financial model. 

These recommendations cre- 
ate a balanced budget that will 
not put additional drain on the 
Township’s fund balance in 
2004. It’s recommended that 
each department of the Town- 
ship take steps to tighten up 
spending and look for cuts 
wherever possible. Close mon- 
itoring of this situation is neces- 
sary and further action may be 
necessary after the Township’s 
audit in February 2004.

John Russ, Building and 
Safety Director, reported that 
the sidewalk program started 
Thursday, October 16, 2003. 
He said residents should call 
his office if there were any 
complaints. Some residents 
have been upset by the need 
to close their driveways. Mr. 
Russ said the contractor 
needs 10 days for the pave- 
ment to dry after it is laid. 

He said there were three 
ways for residents to pay for 
their sidewalks. After they are 
billed residents can pay the 
bill in full, arrange for pay- 
ments over three years or 
have it added to their taxes. 
Residents will will be charg- 
ed $10.00 for permits to do 
the work. However, residents 
won’t need to apply for the 
permits. 

Bruce Hammond, DPS 
Director, reported that the 
hazardous waste collection on 
October 18th had gone well. 
This was the first collection 
involving other communities. 
Hammond said there were 
137 cars from Flat Rock, 16 
cars from Brownstown, 6 cars 
from Rockwood and 19 cars 
from Gibraltar, for a total of 
173 cars. Hammond said, 
“All the citizens from the 
other communities seemed 
fairly pleased with our setup, 
SO we are going to do it again 
next year.” He added that next 
year they were looking at 
expanding and accepting e- 
waste such as computers, fax 
machines and keyboards. 


Mr. Hammond also told the 
council that the repaving of 
Mill Street and Tamarack 
Court were substantially 
complete. 

Mr. Hammond updated the 
council on the state of the 
new recreation center. He said 
that they had begun erecting 
the steel beams on that day. 
The masons will be starting 
brickwork for the walls by the 
beginning of next week. 

Councilman James Martin 
asked about the progress on 
East Huron River Drive. He 
noted the patching seems to 
be completed and wondered 
about the timetable for com- 
pleting the full resurfacing. 
Hammond said there was no 
timetable but it should be 
completed soon. Mayor Jones 
asked what the plans called 
for. Hammond replied it was 
to be completed by the mid- 
dle of November. Jones com- 
mented they didn’t have very 
much time left. Martin asked 
when the plan was to resur- 
face Gibraltar. Hammond 
replied, “They’re not going to 
do that until next year. We 
don’t want both (Huron River 
Drive and Gibraltar Road) 
torn up at the same time.” 

Councilman David Karoly 
was pleased to note the pres- 
ence of so many Flat Rock 
High School students in the 
audience. He reminded those 
who were eighteen to register 
to vote, so they could vote in 
the November election. He 
also wished all of the candi-

He 
also offered congratulations 
to John Russ for the sidewalk 
program. The plan is for 9000 
linear feet of sidewalk to be 
replaced. 

The mayor had more infor- 
mation about the sewer situa- 
tion with the South Huron 
Valley Utility Authorization 
(SHUVA). He said that Flat 
Rock had won _ over 
$350,000.00 so far in their 
lawsuit against SHUVA. They 
have one item pending, a 
questionable bond payment of 
$55,000.00 from November 
of 1998. SHUVA maintains 
that Flat Rock did not pay the 
money due, so they withheld 
this amount, the look back 
adjustment in the past. 

Jones said, “What happened 
was that 32 days prior to the 
payment of the bond issue 
due on November 6, 2003 
there was another bond issue 
sold and that money was put 
into an escrow account to pay 
off the old Wayne County 
bonds. That money was to 
pay the bond payment due 
November 1, 1998. We didn’t 
have money due but the rest 
of the communities paid any- 
way.” Jones said Wayne 
County later gave Flat Rock a 
credit memo because no pay- 
ment was due. 


* Although Wayne County 


was to repay the other com- 
munities money, they didn’t 
actually do it. Jones said, “All 
of the arguments of SHUVA 
have been proven wrong, so 
they won’t pay us the money. 
They feel that they made a 
mistake and lost the money, 
so we ought to do the same 
thing.” Jones had a memo 
showing a cash transfer from 
Wayne County for $87,000.00 
from the debt service to the 
cash fund. He said, “After this 
lawsuit, which has lasted for 
five years, we’re going to get 
our money back and so are the 
other communities who didn’t 
know the money was due.” 

Jones went on to discuss a 
memo with a new cost alloca- 
tion based on lowered bids. 
Van Buren’s share was low- 
ered from $757,000.00 to 
$657,000.00 when the cost 
was lowered to $15 million. 
He said this was not right 
because Van Buren was pay- 
ing a flat fee, which was not 
based on the cost allocation, 
so it should not have been 
lowered. The actual bond 
issue will be $9,284,000.00 
because Van Buren and 
Huron are paying cash for 
their share. 

Jones then referred council 
members to an e-mail from 
Keri Blanchett of Stauder

Barch to the office of William 
Debiasi. The e-mail indicated 
that there was no Federal 
money available for the first 
quarter to fund the bond issue 
and get the low interest loan. 
Jones said, “If we would 
have adopted that resolution 
(at the October 6th meeting) 
for financing and bidding of 
contracts and the Federal 
funds didn’t come through to 
the State of Michigan, we 
would have been increasing 
our water and sewer rates 
probably five times to accu- 
mulate the 2.4 million to pay 
for our share of the construc- 
tion. What Debiasi and Trun 
Maatch did was to put our 
community in jeopardy. Keep 
in mind, Brownstown and 
Van Buren were not put in 
jeopardy because they were 
going to pay cash anyway.” 
Jones said Flat Rock would 
have been committed to 2.4 
million in bonds for con- 
struction and not known 
whether or not they had the 
financing. He said, “And so 
that’s the kind of information 
they supply to you. Trust me, 
this memo from Keri 
Blanchett to Debiasi was a 
mistake for us to get our 
hands on. I don’t think they 
ever wanted us to know 
that.” Jones pointed out that 
the e-mail was dated October 
2, 2003, which was four days 
before the council meeting 
where Flat Rock was asked 
to approve the resolution. 
Jones went on to say, “You 
can’t trust anybody at this 
South Huron Valley. I’ve 
been so frustrated with it late-

ly, I probably would not bring 
any recommendation to the 
council unless it included fir- 
ing both attorneys, that being 
Trun, Maatch and Debiasi 
because they are not acting in 
the best interests of all com- 
munities. Their proposals and 
resolutions put this city in 
jeopardy if we had accepted a 
contract without having fi- 
nancing for it.” 

The city council had 
received four bids for the East- 
West non-motorized pathway. 
DeAngelis Landscape, Inc. 
was the lowest bid at 
$1,464,492.60. Wayne County 
will be paying $375,000.00 of 
that. Flat Rock’s share will be 
$175,000.00 more than antici- 
pated. Mayor Jones said he had 
spoken to Rockwood and 
Gibraltar about helping with 
the cost. He believes that 
Rockwood will help with 
about $50,000.00. 

Jones explained that the extra 
cost was due to. the fact the 
pathway goes over a lot of wet- 
lands as it comes over the 
expressway. This will require 
wooden walkways of about 625 
linear feet about two feet over 
the ground over the wetland 
area. This adds to the expense. 

Councilman Karoly asked 
if there was any additional 
money from the Greenways 
project. Jones told the council 
that Wayne County still owes 
Flat Rock money which has 
not been budgeted because he 
was not sure when they 
would get it. It should be 
around $100,000.00 or 
$180,000.00. That money 


will be used to help defray the 
added cost.

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Mayor Jones rad an infor- 
mation only item from SHUVA 
regarding monthly invoices. 
The rates have increased by 
17% or from $40,000.00 to 
$47,000.00 per month. 
SHUVA owes $850,000.00 for 
engineering fees so they would 
like to increase the rate by 
another 41%. Jones said, “I’m 
considering and discussing 
with Mr. Grunow about going 
to court. I’m not going to levy 
that kind of increase on the res- 
idents of Flat Rock.” Coun- 
cilman Karoly suggested con- 
tacting the other communities 
who are also facing this 
increase to see if they would 
like to be part of any court 
action. Jones said the 
$850,000.00 came out of the 
repair and replacement fund 
through SHUVA and it does- 
n’t have to be repaid in one 
year. Karoly said State Sen- 
ator Bruce Patterson has 
signed a polluters pay bill. He 
wanted to know if SHUVA 
was still being pressured to go 
along with the retention basin 
by DEQ. Jones said only the 
engineer and attorneys spoke 
to DEQ. He said SHUVA has 
had one violation since the 
expansion and it was about 6.5 
million gallons of primary, but 
no secondary treated sewage. 
He pointed out that Lincoln 
Park and the Downriver sys- 
tem had “dumped 154 million

gallons of raw sewage right 
into the lake.” 

The council was asked to 
approve a bill for $3,779.00 
for the Brown Street water 
main contractor. Councilman 
Gagne objected because the 
bill has been changed and no 
one official had signed off. 
The mayor pointed out that it 
had been reduced by 
$20,000.00. DPS Director 
Hammond explained that the 
city engineer had changed 
the figures based on the actu- 
al quantities they do inspec- 
tions on. 

The council approved a 
request from the Flat Rock 
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Kiwanis for their annual 
Christmas tree sale, to be con- 
ducted from November 11th 
though December 23rd, 2004. 

Finally, the council 
approved a resolution from 
the Tax Increment Finance 
Authority for bond issuance. 
The Mayor said, “Miller 
Canfield won’t give us a 
clean opinion on if it can be 
tax free.” He said it would 
cost an extra $800,000.00 
over the course of the bond 
issue otherwise. He said he 
had turned over the the mat- 
ter to the tax department at 
Ford Motor Co. to iron out 
with Miller Canfield.
